2.  On  5th  1^,  1942  nx>vod  to  Jaar  l«rket  Camp  at  Souraboyn 
where  we  were  acconsodoted  in  crass  huts  with  mud  floors.  Hain 
t  came  thrauch  the  roof  at  all  timer.  Sanitation  consisted  of 

holes  in  the  ground  which  constantly  overflowed  and  there  would 
bo  about  six  inches  of  excreta  to  walk  through  before  getting 
to  those  holes. 

3*  The  food  at  this  comp  woe  Quite  InadoQuate  and  the 
health  of  the  prisoners  began  to  deteriorate.  Dys entry  was 
ver/  bad  and  in  addition  there  wero  many  oases  of  borl  beri 
and  general  vltamlnosls.  The  Japanese  gave  us  no  medical 
suppliea  whatever. 

4.  The  work  consisted  mninly  of  building  anti-nlrorort 

gun  posts,  flllinr  in  air-raid  tronchcjs,  proporlng  aerodromes, 
making  petral  dumps  and  storo  dumps,  cleaning  up  buildings 
ond  oil  rofinerles  and  moving  large  pipes.  It  v/os  Vozy 
heavy  work  and  almost  impossible  for  men  in  a  weakened  condition. 

Je  were  beaten  whenevor  wo  would  not  lilt  the  .Toight.  ^forking 
parties  had  to  be  made  up  to  the  required  quota  and  sick  men 
were  forced  to  work. 

5»  On  5th  September  1942  wo  moved  to  LYCEUM  Camp  where 

2,40c  men  wero  crowded  into  a  camp  deaigned  for  600  students. 

The  work  woa  similar  to  that  in  the  provioua  oomp,  sonitation 
showed  no  Improvement,  and  a  dyaentry  outbreak  couaed  I5  deaths 
in  a  short  period.  Corporal  punishment  wna  inflicted  fre¬ 
quently  for  conduct  such  as  whistling  in  the  bothrocm, 

6,  On  5th  Januory  1943  we  moved  to  JAAR  ItAlFr  Camp  and  the 

Japanese  cuards  attacked  us  ond  boohod  uo  more  froqttontly  than 
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oTar.  Bamboo  poles  and  hord.fOod  blocks  were  used  to  boot 
the  orlsoners.  The  Japanese  were  experts  in  not  breaking 
bones.  They  cauLed  the  buttocks  of  the  viotias  to  swell. 

The  prisoners  were  made  to  kneel  down  and  they  were  then  beaten 
on  the  soles  of  the  feet  or  on  the  small  of  the  back.  At 
this  time  the  practice  of  making  prisoners  bash  one  another 
was  started.  If  they  did  not  hit  each  other  seTerely  enoughi 
the  offenders  were  beaten  into  unconsciousness  by  as  many  as 
six  guards. 

7.  In  March  1943  ’••re  forced  to  load  ba.bsi  petrol  and 

light  axiDoured  Tohicles  on  to  chips  marked  with  the  Red  Cross. 

8.  On  20th  May  1943  ^  morod  to  OYOLS  Camp,  BATAVIA.  At 
this  camp  I  saw  &0(^,  the  Japanese  ^amp  Coomaodanti  bash  a 
Dutch  officer  about  half  a  dozen  times  on  the  Oioe  with  a  coil 
of  heawy  wire.  The  officer' a  face  and  ayes  were  injured.  On 
another  occasion  a  Dutchman  named  KRAJEMLINCH  was  not  Quick 
enough  in  saluting  a  Ja-^nese  guard.  The  guard  stood  the 
Dutchman  to  attention  and  hit  him  with  full  force  on  the  point 
of  the  chin.  The  rictim  was  knocked  unconscious  and  fell  on 
the  concrete  floor.  Au  a  result  of  this*  the  Dutchman  suffered 
concussion  and  died. 

9.  In  Noramber  1944  ww  morsd  to  BANDGENC.  ^hile  at  this 
camp  seren  Australians  were  beaten  on  the  head  by  the  Japanese 
guards  with  iron  bars  for  failing  to  salute  the  guard  z*ooffl.
